After a period of training, he performed 
investigative duties and served as Supervisory Special Agent of certain 
investigations et our Headquarters from September 8, 1941, until he — 
was placed on leave without psy for military purposes effective May 2, 
1942, Mr. Younger submitted his voluntary resignation effective at 
the close of business December 5, 1945, inasmuch as he did not 
desire to return to active duty. His services were satisfactory and 
nothing was known which would reflect unfavorably on his charocter 
or integrity.
